Samples 
of  water  were  taken  from  the  Hunmanby yFlamborough  and  Plixton 
supplies,  for  Bacteriological  examination,  and  all  v/ere 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

70  yards  of  2“  water  main  was  laid  in  the  Parish 
of  Flambo rough  during  the  year,  and  work  is  going  ahe^d  to 
ensure  th^t  all  houses  are  connected  to  the  v/ater  mains, 


factories  and  Workshops.

185  visits  and  inspections  v/erc  made  during  the  year 
and  all  complaints  dealt  v.rith. 

8 . Supervision  o f Sev^age  works  _and  Dr_a jjaage  . 

Two  hundred  ■and'  fifty  eight  (258)  ^^isits  and  in- 
spections v/ere  made  during  the  year.  "'O  rnaojor  difficulties 
were  encountered  du]'‘ing  the  year,  and  as  fan  as  possible,  owing 
to  labour  shortages,  the  dykes  under  the  control  of  the  Council 
v/ere  cleansed. 

At  Barmston , 214.0  yards  of  nine  inch  sewer  were  laid, 
to  obvia.te  a nuisance  alongside  a public  highv'-iy,  .and  at 
Hudston  180  yards  of  six  inch  sewer  v/ere  laid  to  take  sev/age 
from  the  Councils  houses.
